For it is alleged that she and 
McKee were to be married at once in 
event she secu red a divorce.

were infatu ated with one another and 
McKee 
was p aying her board and 
room rent u ntil the cou rt took action 
in her divorce su it, and if tho verdict 
was favorable, they were to be m ar­ 
ried, so she says. 
Bu t when she retu rned with the u n­ 
favorable intelligence it is said that 
McKee got “ cold feet” and refu sed to 
p ay her exp enses longer. 
Her rela­ 
tions with her hu sband being hostile, 
and her “ man’’ tu rning her down was 
more than she cou ld stand and she de­ 
cided to shu ffle off this mortal coil. 
With this thou ght in view she imme­ 
diately set forth to carefu lly carry ou t 
her intentions. 
She secu red a vial of 
chloroform and retu rned to her room 
where she swallowed 
two drachms 
with su icidal intent. 
After she took 
the p oison she screamed for help and 
her cries brou ght forth assistance. 
Dr. 
D. D. VanOsdol was su mmoned, and 
arrived ju st in time to save the wo­ 
man’s life. 
The chloroform bu rned 
her mou th and throat, bu t aside from 
that, after a heroic stru ggle on the 
p art of the p hysicians, she was brou ght 
back from the very throes of death to 
her 
normal 
state. 
This 
occu rred 
Thu rsday night. 
The following day she filed su it 
agains McKee, bringing a very seriou s 
charge against*him and he was p u t in 
jail by Marshal Price, and remained 
there u ntil this morning. 
She evidently regretted taking su ch 
action against McKee, for this morn­ 
ing she withdrew her charge against 
the man, » mi the case was settled ou t 
ot cou rt. 
It was later learned that 
she left for Oonnersville, where both 
p rincip als formerly lived and worked.
